1* A meeting was held in the office of tho DB/S vith the Bureau of the 
Budget representative, Mr. Cony Petti. -oao, who was invited to discuss t xe Agency 
declaim to increase its* mriorirraie authorisations and the Bureau's letter to 
the Deputy Director pertaining tiioefcto. Hr. fettibene indicated the Bureau's 
principle eceoeera over the Agency's action was one of tiding, lie experts r**i tins 
view that if the decision uy the Amoy vers to leal out it could pouaiisly ba hi'jn- 
ful to the President's le ; "inlea.Avo frcTOcala for Federal pay increases. f . r. Petti Ut; 
co^lained that other Govoiawsoent a. tunoica iscd roouiraaeuta for additional eunerraraie 
author isationas tut that those roauiraconca were not feeing endorsed fey tie .Parcaa 
until action vac tahan fey dc'raeca cn taa Ires Mont '*> bill. Ho gonc-ra3.it ,ei tint 
he felt the Agency ration reflux-tod an atraronriato cnefeoslveneea on a kt.al need 
end van entirely within the Bir-eutot's 1c al authority. I&wever, lie pointed cut 
that in tho absence of feael^irouni infersatim supporting the Increase* and in the 
light of tho sensitive balance s-irrsucuinr; action on tho President's pey bill,

£. Col. White responded T v mthodlcolly outlining the daveloptaeaiii over tt os 
which led to the Diroctor'a decision. Ha pointed out that .the need end nreasuras 
for an increase in cupernradc tudiorisations had become apparent prior tc

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Col. Vihlta jointed out that ft current lactliodieal study of all Eupca'grad© 
positions ia the Agency had been araie eri that this study vae available, should 
the Bureau desire a copy. i?e stated, that ia the light of the rcspcBisJ^ilities 
carried by Agency senior officials both the DCI and BDCI were convineod of tbo 
need for action to ba traces*. 


3* Col. Tvhite also node -the incidental point that ia the raking of the 
Agency survey, it had beenre ryaoreat that certain disparities existed, between 
Agency Eut*crgmia author* r^tiena ril those of other agencies ia the kiternntioaal 
field raid that the Agency was rr&rtively low by caomrisaa. He stated that the 
present action placed the Agency ia a better balance vis-a-vis the other agencies. 

4, As regards the Jpreaa'c concern on timing. Col. White aaghasised it vac 

not the intent ion of this A-ymoy to ttplaamt all the new authorisations ixoscdiiitely. 
Eo stated that while case aett-rc srmbl tefce place relatively soon that va did not 
ertpeet *to fill all of these pcnltiat-s for several years* Moreover it us aado 
clear that the present ac t ion was not considered as a pay raise cad wsa not ir, ten dad 
in cay way to cover these problems prosrpting the President’s pay bill. ; Col. 1/Mtc 
stated that the Agency gave hearty support to the President's jaroposala end poisted 
out that w did not see bow tahr? .ineronoa in cupergrade authorisations by this 
Agency In any way affected the Srooidmi’o proposals. 

5. Mr. ftettibone received the*© points with considerable understand!^ 
stating that ha .felt thin position would satisfy Mr. Bell. Ho ashed wfeftltor 

Col. White could state that the A/.-cucy would defer ray action ca the new authorisa- 
tions until the 1st of October. Col. Unite indicated that he could tnaki no such 


camXttmxt but would so reconnenA to the Deputy Director, and would cclvi-e 
Hr. itettiboue of the decision tv tha DKdI. (ibis advice subsequently van given.) 
Mr. Pettiben© then requested tatee iters: (a) a copy of the Agency study, (.fa) a 
copy of the ccratrurlGons with other agencies, end (c) a proposed schedule of In-
